A PRODUCTIVE YEAR 


AS we DOW our tareweii to nineteen thirty-five, we can¬ 
not dismiss it as a barren year. In fact it has been one of 
the most prolific in the way of legislation and genuine ef¬ 
fort toward recovery. Whether all legislation has been 
wise and right is yet unproved, but at any rate it*^0»s 
carried out with sincerity and conviction. J 

Early in the year Hon. H. H. Stevens exploded in parlia¬ 
ment and press, with his mass buying revelations giving 
rise to a price sprees inquiry, which, though not arriving 
at anything determinate, had a corrective effect. 

The long discussed Bank of’ Canada wds established in 
the spring of the year, and the beneficial results from a 
nationally owned bank will be realized more fully as time 
goes on. 

Efforts for further reduction in interest rates were 
made, and the tendency generally % has been downward, 
with future legislation probably setting a lower percen¬ 
tage. The refunding loans both of the Dominion and cer-, 
tain provinces have been responded to well, indicating full 
confidence in the country. 

The Natural Products Marketing Act was placed on the 
statutes, and has been^adopted in part by a number of the 
provinces, with beneficial results. 

After many years of agitation, the Canada Wheat Board 
was established to rnarket the grain of the country, and 
in late summer, a minimum price was set for wheat. This 
provided a measure of security for Western producers, and 
the improved price reacted favorably on farm revenue. In 
recent weeks export sales have increased to relieve the 
surplus excess. 

One of the most outstanding achievements of the year 
has been the Reciprocity pact with United States. Ex- 
l’remier Bennett, Premier Mackenzie King and President 
Roosevelt share honors in bringing about this better trade 
arrangement, which is expectbd to be of considerable bene¬ 
fit to both countries. In. line with the present government 
policy of wider trade relations, are the new trade treaties 
with New Zealand, and the pending treaty with Japan. 

Provincially, Alberta has been spread across the pages

If the suspicion that times are improving is sub¬ 
stantially founded, the municipalities will be able to han¬ 
dle prosperity much more wisely than heretofore, and will 
le able to go forward on the rising tide, instead .of strug¬ 
gling with insurmountable deficits of the past.

The Supreme Court of North Da¬ 
kota has given a , decision that 
should be of interest to those people 
who are interested in dabbling, in 
stock and grain markets “orf^" mar¬ 
gin.” In this particular case a far¬ 
mer bought grain futures in 1929.on 
margin. In the course of the trans¬ 
action he lost $448 in margins and 
incurred a debt of $383 in addition. 
For this latter amount he was sued 
by his grain broker. The case was 
dismissed on the ground that all 
transactions in grain or other com¬ 
modities,, made with the understand 
ing that at any time the account can 
be adjusted by paying the difference* 
between contract and Current price, 
constituted gambling transactions and 
were, therefore, void. The interest¬ 
ing feature of this judgment is that 
it definitely places the rather popular 
grain and stock market device of 
“margin” transactions. Theoretically 
grain and stock market business is— 
just-legitimate business. Men are sup¬ 
posed to put actual cash in the pur¬ 
chase or sale of either grain or stocks 
as an investment from which they are 
hoping to make some income. Into 
this business, however, has crept the 
“margin” transaction. This calls on¬ 
ly for a percentage down payment 
and an outlay of sufficient cash to 
protect the alleged purchase or sale 
from day to day figainst market price 
recessions or advances until the “in¬ 
vestor” is either wiped out or prices 
alter to the point where he finds it 
profitable to dispose of the grain or 
stocks that he never really owned. It 
is this sort of transaction the Dakota 
court says is gambling.—Observer in 
Calgary Herald. 


| Most householders like to have one 
I or more ferns in the home, because of* 
, their refreshing and Tllvely green 
fronds^ However, fqrns are more dif¬ 
ficult to keep in good growing condi¬ 
tion than are geraniums. The one 
| great factor in the successful culture 
jof ferns is to see that they never 
want for moisture at the roots. They 
do not need water on their fronds, al¬ 
though a careful washing occasionally, 
to free them from dust, will do no 
harm. The, Boston Fern, Nephrolepis, 
I’teris, and Maidenhair, are the kinds 
most suitable for use as house-plants. 

It may be well to mention the so- 
called Asparagus Ferns, A. Plumosa 
and A. Sprengeri. These plants belong 
to the asparagus family and having a 
strong root action require much more 
pot space than the true ferns. It is 
well to give asparagus ferns plenty 
of fertilizer. Small doses of blood and 
bone meal at frequent intervals give 
excellent results.—Country Life.
